pxce^s of the value of Michigan’s, 
$54 000,000 in excess of the value 
«»( Wisconsin's, nearly $13 000,* 
000 in excels of the value of North 
Dakota's and $66,000,11 JO in ex¬ 
es** of South Dakota’s. 

Kansas, with all of its wonderful
